Wood In Coffins 
Used In Violins 


Winter Haven, Fla. < AP)—Wood 
from the coffin of Pedro Menendez 
de Aviles. Spanish explorer and 
founder of St. Augustine, Florida, 
has been used by Dr. W. B. Hents in 
making two violins. 
The explorer was buried in Aviles, 
: Spain, in 1754, nine years after he 


I founded the ancient city. 
In 1924 
. the body was removed from its tomb 
< to be placed in a mausoleum. The 


I casket, a remarkable piece of work­ 
manship in Spanish walnut, was 
presented St. Augustine in memory 
of its Jouncier. 


The coffin lay in -the city vaults 
of St. Augustine four years and de­ 
teriorated. 
Then it was found by 
Robert Ransom, of the Florida His­ 
torical society who rebuilt the top 
and restored the lettering of the 
epitaph. 
From the bottom enough wood 
was saved for a memorial. This was 
turned over to Dr. Hentz, connoisseur 
of violins and musician of note.
